1 . (Original) A method for implementing lighting by utilizing a lighting fixture having a 
plurality of laterally-spaced light source locations and corresponding lateral reflector positions, the 
method comprising selectively installing a reflector of a first type or a second type in respective ones 
of the plurality of lateral reflector positions, 
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
